CURRENT NOTES. 


Edinburgh Annual Meeting: Hotel Accommodation. 
Tue Hotels and Lodgings Committee has practically 
completed its arrangements for coping with the large 
numbers who are expected to visit Edinburgh in July. In 
order to secure the accommodation which is believed to be 
necessary, the Committee has definitely engaged all the 
‘available rooms in the city, and will alldcate these to 
applicants in rotation. The Scottish Medical Secretary 
(Dr. Drever) has undertaken to do this work for the 
Committee, and applications for rooms should be sent to 
him at 6, Drumsheugh Gardens. A form for the purpose 
has been prepared for the convenience of members and 


is printed in the advertisement pages this week (p. 28); 


it will be repeated in subsequent issues. The accommodation 
is grouped in three classes—namely : 

1. Hotels, whose tariff for bed and breakfast ranges between 
8s. 6d. and 14s. The number who can be accommodated in these 
fs comparatively limited. : 

2. Private hotels and boarding houses, at prices from 5s. 6d. 
to 8s. 6d. for bed and breakfast. Of these there is a large number, 
all of them comfortable. 

3. Hostels where the tariff is 8s. for bed and breakfast. Not 


many of these are available, but those that are can 


recommended. 
It will facilitate other arrangements if members who 
intend to be present at the Annual Meeting will notify 
their intention ‘whether they have already secured rooms 
or not. Early application for rooms is earnestly desired. 


The Association and Mental Treatment, 

On May 3rd the Psycho-Analysis Committee, having 
cleared the ground at a preliminary meeting, appointed 
Dr. R. Langdon-Down chairman and Dr. C. Worster- 
Drought deputy-chairman, and sketched out the lines on 
which it proposes to deal with its reference. The Com- 
mittee began by recording its high appreciation of the 
services of its honorary secretary, Dr. R. G. Gordon, in 
prepares a memorandum on the methods of psycho- 
herapy, consideration of which will be continued at its 
next meeting. It has invited representative members of 
the several chief schools of thought to submit their views 
on the theory and practice of psycho-analysis. 

The Lunacy Law Committee met on May 6th, and 
continued the work of formulating practical recommenda-

tions for submission to the Council and the Representative 
Body. It is hoped to complete ‘the report before the June 
meeting of the Council, but should this prove impossible 
the essential recommendations will be embodied in an 
interim report. 


Some Committee Work at Headquarters. 

On May 11th the Ophthalmic Committee of the Associa- 
tion held a joint meeting with representatives of the 
Insurance Acts Committee to discuss the unsatisfactory state 
of ophthalmic benefit, which is an additional benefit under 
the National Health Insurance Acts. Definite proposals 
will be formulated at the next meeting. On the same day 
the Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality Subcommittee con- 
tinued consideration of its report. The information before 
it included extracts from a report of particular interest 
on maternal morbidity and mortality in Victoria, drawn up 
by Professor R. Marshall Allen, director of obstetrical 
research in the University of Melbourne. The Charities 
Committee and the Public Health Committee met on 
May 13th. The Charities Committee, besides discussing 
the apportionment to the various medical charities of the 
money at its disposal, considered the proposal of the 
Representative Body for enlarging the personnel of. the 
committee and including territorial representation. Recom- 
mendations to meet the views of the Representative Body 
on this point will be submitted to the Council at its June 
meeting, and will come before the Representative Body 
in due course. The Public Health Committee nominated 
Drs. Dearden, Eustace Hill, and Bone to a special sub- 
committee to consider the question of introducing a proper 
medical and sanitation service into the mines. On May 12th 
the Deputy Medical Secretary addressed a meeting of the 
Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford Division on the work

given after supper, and appeared to be much appreciated 
by the members present, about twenty-five in number. 


Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize. 

The Council of the Association- has decided that the Sir 
Charles Hastings Clinical Prize be again open for competi- 
tion in 1928. The following are the regulations governing 
the award of the prize: 


Regulations. 

1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 

Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 

research, and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. . . 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 

practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 
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3. The work submitted must include personal observations and 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December 3lst, 1927, and the 
vee will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting of the 

iation to be held at Cardiff in July, 1928. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year eannot accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or~the admissibility of his essay, the decision of the 
Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
Se a paper on the subject of his essay for publication in the 

riTisH Mepica, JournaL or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary, British Medical Association House, Tavistock 
Square, London, W.C.1. 


The Katherine Bishop Harman Prize. 

-In April, 1926, Mrs. Katherine Bishop Harman, M.B., 
B.S.Lond., presented to the Association the sum of £1,090 
for the establishment of a prize to be awarded by the 
Council for the encouragement of research into the dis- 
orders incident: to maternity. The following are the 
regulations governing the award of the prize: 


1. The purpose of the prize is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of the risks 
to health and life that are apt to arise in pregnancy and child- 
beari Its money value shall be the net annual income of the 
capital fund as this has accumulated during a period of two years. 
The first award shall be made in 1928, and essays must be 
forwarded io the Medical Secretary of the Association, British 
Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, not later 
than December 3lst, 1927. 

2, As a general rule the prize will be awarded for the essay 
which, in an open competition, is judged by the Council to be 
most helpful to the end for which the prize is established, and 
the Council may at its discretion either prescribe a special or 
limited subject for the competiiion cr may leave to the com- 
petitors an individual selection of the work they wish to present, 
provided that this falls within the purpose of the prize. In every 
instance the award made by the Council shall be final. 

3. Any medical practitioner registered in the British Empire 
is eu to co te for the prize. 

4. Should the Council on any of the selected dates decide that 
no justification for the award of the prize exists, the prize shall 
be offered again in the year next following this decision, and in 
this event the money value of the prize on the occasion in question 
shall be such proportion of the accumulated income as the Couneil 
shall determine. 

5. Each essay must be typewritten or printed in the English 
language, must. be distinguished by a motto, and must be accom- 
panied by a sealed envelope marked with the same motto and 
enclosing the candidate’s name and address. 


The Council has deeided that no specific subject shall be 
preseribed for the Katherine Bishop Harman Prize Com- 
petition, 1928, but that competitors be left free to choose 
the work they wish to present, provided that this falls 
within the regulations governing the prize. 


SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS IN AID OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 


SCHOLARSHIPS, 


THe Council of the British Medical Association is prepared to 
receive applications for Research Scholarships, as follows: 


A Scholarship, known as the ERNEST HART MEMORIAL 
SCHOLARSHIP, of the annual value of not more than £200, 
and three other RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIPS, each of the annual 
value of not more than £150, for{research in any subject 
(including State Medicine) relating to the Causation, Prevention 
or Treatment of Disease. : 

Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1927. A Scholar may be reappointed for not 
more than two additional terms. 4 Scholar may hold a junior 
appoiniment at a University, Medical School, or Hospital pro- 
vided the duties of such appointment do not interfere with 
his work as a Scholar. 

The conditions of the award of Scholarships are stated in 
the Regulations, a copy of which will be supplied on applica- 
tion to the Medical Secretary of the Association, British Medical 
Association House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 


GRANTS. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the assistance 
of research into the Causation, Treatment, or Prevention of 
Disease. Preference will be given, other things being equal, 
to members of the medical profession and to applicants who 
propose as subjects of investigation problems directly related 
to practical medicine. 

The conditions of the award of Grants are stated in the 
Regulations, a copy of which will be supplied on application 
to the Medical Secretary of the Association, British Medical 
Association House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 


Applications. 

Applications tor Scholarships and Grants for the year 1927-28 
must be made not later than Saturday, June 4th, 1927, on the 
prescribed form, a copy of which will be supplied by the 
Medical Secretary on application. Applicants are required to 
furnish the names of three referees who are competent to 
speak as to their capacity for the research contemplated 
to whom reference may be made.

Consultants under the Puerperal Fever and Puerperal 

Pyrexia Regulations. 
By Baru: That it is desirable, owing to the fact that puer- 
peral pyrexia may be due to causes other than obstetric, that 
the panel of consultants to be instituted under the Regula- 
tions should include all competent physicians, surgeons, and 
pathologists, in addition to consulting obstetricians; further, 
that some standard of competence should be adopted, such 
as membership of the staff of a local general or obstetric 
hospital, or the possession of special qualifications or 
experience.

A Year’s Work, 
THE annual report of the council of the New South Wales 
Braneh for the year ending March 3ist, 1927, has now been 
printed and circulated to the members. During the year 
under review the membership of the Branch increased by 81, 
the total having risen to 1,593. Ten ordinary meetings, three 
extraordinary, and seven clinical meetings of the Branch were 
held, the attendance averaging 48.2. The meeting on December 
9th, 1926, took the form of a social evening, to which the new 
medical graduates of the year were invited. The clinical 
meetings were held at various hospitals. 


The fifteenth annual meeting of delegates of the Affiliated Local 
Associations of Members with the Branch Council was held on 
October 1st at the British Medical Association Library, Sydney. 

The scientific and literary activities of the Branch, as recorded 
last year, are now divided among a number of sections for special 
branches of medical knowledge. The ten existing sections were 
added to at the close of 1926 by the formation of a section of 
radiology, the inaugural meeting being held on December 3rd. _ 

In referring to the second session of the Australasian Medical 
Congress (British Medical Association) held at the University of 
Otago, Dunedin, New Zealand, in February last,’ a tribute is paid 
to the great success which aitended the organization and manage- 
ment of the Congress, and congratulations are offered to the 
President, Dr. L. E. Barneit, to the honerary general] secretary, 
Professor W. P. Gowland, and to the Executive Committee. 
Seventy-three members of the New South Wales Branch took part 
in the proceedings. The Federal Committee of the British Medical 
Association, which met in Sydney at the close of August, has 
been invited by the New South Wales Branch to arrange for the 
third session of the Congress to be held in Sydney im the spring 
of 1929. 

Reference is made to the continued high standard which the 
Medical Journal of Australia has established for itself; the amount 
of its reading matter was substantially increased during the period 
under review. In anticipation of the relinquishment of the Associa- 
tion’s premises for the purpose of widening Elizabeth Street, steps 
were taken to obtain a site for new premises, and 137, Macquarie 
Street, with a froniage of 30 feet, has already been purchased, 
though a wider frontage may be necessary. F ES

The annual report and statement of accounts of the Branch 
were adopted. The financial statement showed 2 credit balance in 
favour of the Branch of Rs.3,359. 

A suggestion was made that any funds available should be devoted 
to the research work on anaemias in Bombay, which was being con- 
ducted by Dr. Margaret Balfour and her assistants. Dr. Row said 
that applications for research grants might be considered by the 
Branch Council, and that the home Association might be requested 
to renew their offer of a research grant. The Bombay Branch 
could only te a little help. 

Colonel F. P. Mackie, 1.M.S., gave an address on sprue, with 
special reference to the investigations in progress at the Haffkine 

nstitute. He discussed the distribution, etiology, diagnosis, and 
treatment of this disease, and said that a castor oil emulsion with 
pepsin and dilute hydrochloric acid had proved very successful, He 
raised the question of there being some connexion between sprue, 
hill diphtheria, and profound anacmias in Bengal. 

Dr. Ervtxar referred to the difficulty of distinguishing sprue 
from chronic dysentery, 2bdominal tuberculosis, and chronic malaria. 

Dr. Marcaret B ur read a paper on anaemias, with special 
reference to pregnancy. She had seen 402 patients with regnancy 
anaemia in 3,784 cases of labour. This disease was the chief single 
cause of death in childbirth, and was prevalent throughout India 
during the last half of the year. The onset was sudden in the 
middle of pregnancy, with fever and no diarrhoea in some patients,

The Ministry also stated that 
experience of the existing arrangement under which claims for 
cash benefits were submitted, in the first instance, to Insurance 
Committees had not indicated that the system possessed such 
advantages as would justify its extension to treatment. benefits, 
On the motion of Mr. Rockirrre the committee unanimously 


{ agreed to a resolution stating that it saw no reason to disagree 


with the views expressed by the Ministry of Health in this matter, 

The Cost of Prescriptions —A statement was presented to the 
committee giving the number and cost of prescriptions furnished 
to insured persons in the committee’s area as compared with 
other areas. The average ingredient cost per prescription (the 
dispensing cost varies scarcely at all in different areas) in London 
in 1926 was 3.8d.; the cost in the country was very generally 
higher, ranging up to 5.4d. at Chester and in the county of 
Norfolk, and 5.6d. at Eastbourne. The average number of pre- 
scriptions per insured person in London in 1926 was 4.7, again 
relatively low; the number in Manchester was 6.2, and im 
Birmingham 5.7. The average cost of prescriptions per insured 
person in London was 3s. 3d., once more a low figure in com- 
parison, the figure in Manchester-being 4s. 8d., and in Oldham 
and Preston 4s. Mr. Rocxkiirre raised the question of the 
considerable increase in the cost of prescriptions; the cost was 


about 100 per cent. greater than was estimated when national 


insurance came into operation. This seemed to indicate extrava- 
gant and unnecessary prescribing. Dr. H. J. Carpate suggested 
that the approved societies should inaugurate a campaign te 
educate the community in the fatuity of taking these dis- 
agreeable concoctions. The doctor could not do it, for if 
he failed to give his patients a bottle of medicine he for- 
feited their confidence. The increased cost was partly to be 
explained by the increased public confidence in the medical service 
under the Acts, with a growing tendency of insured persons te 
seek the services of their insurance doctor. Wastefulness was 
also encouraged by the habit of sera | ‘* tablespoonfuls.” 
The tablespoon was a variable quantity in different households, 
and in many was held to mean a soup or gravy spoon. Patients 
also came with unmarked bottles, sometimes ginger-beer bottles, 
or even less respectable containers, and the rule was that if a 
patient provided his own boitle it must be accepted. The ideal 
thing would be to have bottles marked for proper doses, 80 
that there would be no excuse for the patient taking too much, 
Mr. T. B. Layton agreed with Dr. Cardale to some extent though 
as he grew older he found himself laying more stress on drugs 
than formerly. But a a on the lay side was not the wa 
to tackle the problem. he lay people followed the medi 
rofession, and were anything from twenty-five to fifty years 
Behind it. Years ago the medical profession was laying as much 
stress on drugs as the layman did to-day. Moreover, to explain 
the increased expenditure, a new type of drug had come along, 
not taken by the mouth, but administered with the syringe. 
Insulin was unknown when the insurance scheme started, and s0 
were the various antistreptococcal and antipneumococcal prepara- 
tions, all of which were relatively expensive. The approv 
societies had to face the fact that, however carefully drugs might 
be prescribed, the cost in future would continue to increase. 
Examination of Chest through Clothing.—One of the cases 
brought forward by the Medical Service Subcommittee was on the 
paca. he of an insured person who alleged inadequate examina- 
tion and treatment against a practitioner. The complainant 
stated that on the first occasion the practitioner placed his ear 
to the insured person’s chest and back outside his clothing, which 
included a thick overcoai, and on the second occasion placed 8 
stethoscope to his chest, again through his clothing. The practi- 
tioner’s statement was that he found it quite possible to hear the 
sounds of a chest through clothing, but that he only did this 
by way of preliminary examination, and if he found anything 
suspicious he required the patient to undress. The Medical Service 
Subcommittee recommended—and the committee accepted the 
recommendation—that the practitioner had not failed to comply 
with the terms of service; but Mr. Layton raised objection to @ 
statement in the body of the report that “‘ Our medical members 
(of the Medical Service Subcommittee) advise us... that it ™ 
possible for a medical practitioner to hear the sound of a patient’s 
chest without removing his clothing, and that such an examination 
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is often made, as a preliminary, in the case of a patient who is 
not obviously ill.’” Dr. Layton said that he did not believe the 
examination of the chest was ever made properly through the 
patient’s clothing. It was agreed to take back this part of the 
report for revision,
